No Lack of Capital, but the Impossibility 
of Getting Transportation Facilities the 
Cause of the Trouble—The South Side 
Alley Elevated Road Refuses to Build 
to the Grounds, Although Right of Way 
Was Secured for It—Other Reads Won't 
Consider a Proposition. 

It is probable that the Chatham Fields 
project, at least Masmuch as it involves the 
L. G. Fischer tract, will be dropped. 

The projectors of the scheme have met with 
an unusual condition. Great real estate 
schemes usually fail from want of financial 
backing. The Chatham Fields. project ap- 
pears to have all the neceasary capital back of 
it, and; until a. fewdays ago, the prospects 
seemed good for the establishment of a 
World's Fair town in the vicinity of 
Grand Crossing. The L. G. Fischer tract is 
the quarter section boun@ed by Seventy-ninth 
and Eighty-third streets, Cottage Grove and 
South Park avenues. The original idea was 
to lease this land to an organization known 4s 
the Park Columbia company, which would 
erect something like 500 three-story houses in 
blocks around hullow squares, The company 
intended to have a military encampment 
feature and an athletic branch. It was 
through recent communication with the bicy- 
cle people that it became known the suc- 
cess of the organization was 

The name Park Columbia was changed to 
Chatham Fields early in the negotiations. At 
the head of the company are Lucius G. Fisch- 
er and Henry L. Turner. They opened nego- 
tiations with the bicycle people, and ‘made a 
certain proposition to them contemplating 
the holding of a bicycle meet on the grounds 
of the company during the Wold’s Fair sea- 
son. Day before yesterday the Chatham 
Fields Association wrote withdfawing the 
proposition, and giving as reason for its ac- 
tion the fact that it hau not been able to se- 
cure proper transportation favilities. 

The Fischer tract is nearly half a mile west 
of the Illinois Central railroad. The Chatham | 
Fieids peeple expected to use the Illinois Cen- 
tral in part, but were dependmg, in the main, 
on an extension of the elevated road south. 
They claim that they have been mi- 
led by the Alley elevated officiala, who 
gave them to understand that the ques- 
tion of transportation would be easily 
arranged for. A representative of the Chat- 
ham Fields people said, last night, that .they 
had secured the right of way for an extension 
of the Alley Elevated road down St. Lawrence 
avenue from Sixty-‘hird street. So certain 
were they that the elevated road would be 
built over this route that, in order to make 
sure of securing the right-of way, they pur- 
chased a considerable frontage at various 
points along St. Lawrence avenue.

WOMAN’S HALL’ AT EVANSTON. 


Work to Begin on the Addition Sept. 1—

Work on the addition to the Woman’s Hall 
of Northwestern University, formerly known 
as the Woman’s College, will begin Sept. 1.

Sr. Paur, Minn., Aug. 23.—[Spécial.]—The 
ruins of the Wagner Block on the north side 
of East Seventh street, which was destroyed 
by a landslide and fire Saturday, were still 
smoldering Monday when the depart- 
ment was called to extinguish a fire in the 
other Wagner Block on ths south side of the 
street. Tne first alarm was turned in at 3:37 
o’cloek, but by the time the engine arrived on 
the scene t flames had made such 
headway that a ral alarm was 
turned in at 3:50. The fight of. last 
Saturday was repeated. The utmost endeav- 
ors of the oe gy were not sufficient to 
save the building, which was entirely con- 
sumed by 6 o’clock. The origin of the fire is 
unknown, but it is the general impression 
that the fire caught in the basement, where 
some of the Arabians who had been the occu- 
pants of the building were moving out. It is 
sup they accidentally set fire to the 
by throwing cigarette or cigar stubs 
in the corner. The loss will amount to $100,- 
000. The building was condemned by the 
Building Ifispector.

“Tariff reform is moderate protection. 
The aim of tariff reformers” isto keep 
the duties on competitive articles just high 
enough to prevent low labor scales of Euro- 
pean competing countries from cutting down 
the wages of American workmen. While al- 
ways more ready to reduce protective duties 
than to increase them, the genuine “ tariff re- 

rt” wishes no reduction to be so great 
as to cripple American manufacturers or 
break down the pay of workingmen. His 
ideas are recognized in the National Demo- 
cratic platform of 1888, where it says: 

Our established domestic industries and enter- 


prises should not and need not be endangered by 
the reduction and correction of the burdens of 


taxation. On the contrary a fair and careful re- 


vision of our tax laws, with due allowance for the 
difference between the wages of American and 
foreign labor, must encourage and promote every 
branch of such industries. In the inter- 
ests of American labor, which should in no event 
be neglected, the revision of our tax laws con- 
tempiated by the Democratic party should pro- 
mote the interest of such labor. 

That was what was inscribed on the banner 
under which the Democratic party was united 
in 1888 and cast its immense vote; but it was 
not led to ylorious victory. The people 
had their doubts of Mr. Cleveland because

message as a “tariff reformer,” he also laid 


down in it principles, the logical sequence of 
which, if sound, should be the repeal of all 
duties on competitive products and the substi- 
tution therefor of duties only on non-com- 
petitive imports. Mr. Cleveland asserted in 
that “celebrated” special message that the 
American manufacturer added to the price of 
his products the whole duties levied on the 
competing goods. And his lieutenant, Mills 
of Texas, trotting along after Mr. Clevelana, 
stated that the extra sum thus pocketed by 
the American manufacturers was at least a 
billion and a quarter dollars a year. Those 
doctrines did not appear, however, on the 
banner of 1888. It was inscribed with the 
words Tariff Reform.“ 

Nor could the glorious victory” referred 
to have been that of 1890, for the Democratic 
triumph of that year was due to the protest of 
multitudes of Republican voters who resent- 


ed the increase of duties, already high enough, 


on many articles by the McKinley tariff of 


1890, and who did not think it was com- 


pensated for by a larger free list and the low- 
ering of duties on certain imports. But none 
of those “kicking” Republicans were anti- 
| protectionists or free traders, as Schurz & Co. 
would have the Germans think. 

But that tariff-retorm banner of 1888.90 
has been thrown away, and the Democrats 
have unfurled another, which reads: 

We declare it to be a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic party that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to impose and 
collect tariff duties except for the purpose of rev- 
enue onty 

There is nothing of tariff reform or mod- 
erate protection about this, which is a declara- 
tion that there must be no protection, no matter 
how small or incidental; but that all compet- 
ing European products of cheap labor must 
be admitted duty free into this country, and 
that duties must only be levied for revenue, 
and can oily be imposed on non-competing 
imports such as tea, coffee, sugar, etc. 

It will be seen that the signers of the ad- 
dress to the German Democrats are vastly 
mistaken as to the device on the Cleveland 
banner. It is free trade instead of tariff 
reform.“ The Democratic party has devel- 
oped and expanded the free trade ideas put 
forward by Mr. Cleveland in his message of 
1887, and has reached the conclusion that all 
protection is unconstitutional and a fraud and 
robbery. Cleveland has indorsed those senti- | 
ments heartily in his speech of acceptance. 
So when the Germans are told that Cleveland 
stands where he did in 1887, that the Demo- 
crats are there with him, and that the old 
barty flag is floating above them, they are 
told that which is not true. The flag floating 
over them is rank tree trade, with the inscrip- 
tion, Down with all protection.” Are even 
the Democratic Germans ready to swallow 
and vote for this new doctrine and the Euro- 
pean cheap wages which it carries with it? 

THERE I8 NO TREASURY DEFICIT. 

Under the caption of “The Looted 
Treasury the Philadelphia Ledger of the 
18th inst. gives prominent place to a lot of 
misrepresentations and falsehoods, the gist of 
which is that the expenditures of the United 
States Government this year are $53,000,000 
in excess of the revenues, and that increased 
taxation or national bankruptcy is inevitable. 
The writer charges that the expenditures 
authorized at the recent session, including the 
permanent ones with which Congress does not 
deal directly, foot up nearly $508,000,000, 
while the estimated receipts are placed at 
$453,336,350; that $23,000,000 in fractional 
silver coins are now counted in after having 
been treated up to a year ago as an unavail- 
able asset; that $54,207,976 which was held for 
the redemption of the circulation of failed 
and liquidating national banks has been 
covered into the Treasury, and that the Secre- 
tary has failed to the extent of about $11,000,- 
000 to comply with the Aae une of the 
sinking fund act.

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THE GRAB-ALL PARTISAN JUDICIARY 
PLAN. 
It cannot be said that the partisan plan of 


selecting Judges, as illustrated by the Demo- 


cratic mob in Battery D Monday, promises an 
improvement of the bench of Cook County. 
The candidates chosen are not likely to com- 
mand the confidence of the public or of the 
bar of Cook County. The method of their se- 
lection does not guarantee fair dealing and 
even-handed justice on the bench. For the 
first time in the history of Coo County candi- 
dates for the bench begged, pleaded, and bar- 
gained for votes on the floor of a convention 
with boodle Aldermen, gamblers, groggery- 
keepers, and ward workers. Agents of the 
criminal and dangerous classes had more to 
do with the choice of the convention than 


candidates were not selected because of their 
fitness, but because of their pull or their 


nationality. Two ot three were chosen as the 


price of past political trades. Most of them 
are mere politicians without considerable 
practice of standing at the bar. Those who 
have had much business. in the courts have 
hardly commended themselves by their con- 
duct of it. 

Of the two Judges renominated it can be 
said without fear of contradiction that they 
are among the weakest men of the present 
bench. The state of health of one of the num- 
ber ought to have excused him from bemg a 
candidate. Mr. Dunne is a young office 
lawyer who has seldom tried caagsin court. 
It seems ridiculous to set him up as the suc- 
cessor of the late Judge Driggs. Mr. Windes’ 
persistent candidacy has at length been re- 


- warded by a regular nomination. Mr. Ewing 


appears for the third time as a candidate dur- 
ing a brief residence in this city. Mr. Sugg 
was a dismal failure as City Attorney, the 


‘work of which he farmed out among 


small-bore political assistants; of the other 
two, Messrs. Goggin and Stein, while it is ad- 
mitted that they are average lawyers, it is 
also conceded by their friends that their tem- 
peraments are not of the kind which fit men 
for judicial positions. It is absurd to com- 
pare them with the men whom they have 
been chosen to oppose, Judges Hawes and 
Anthony, old and tried jurists of great learn- 

The Republicans ought to be able to present 
to the voters of this county eight men superior 
to the best men on the Democratic list. They 
have abundant. material to draw from. A 
score or more of experienced lawyers of 
recognized ability are candidates. It ought 
to be easy to sélect six good men for Judges 
from them. The renomination of Judges 
Hawes and Anthony, in view of the action of 
the Democrats, must be taken for granted. 
There should be no serious opposition to 
them. 

With the aid of the great majority of the 
members of the bar there should be no failure 
in securing the election of the Republican 
nominees for Judges this fall. The Demo- 
crats may yet have reason to regret their 
abandonment of the non-partisan plan for the 
selection of occupants of the bench, 


WATTERSON MAKES SOME BAD BLUNDERS 
ON THE PROTECTION ISSUE. 

The Democratic party says in its Chicago 
platform that eustom- house duties are uncon- 
stitutional because they protect home manu- 
factures. Only those duties levied on non- 
competitive imports are called constitutional 
by the Democratic platform or Grover Cleve- 
land. Hence they demand “a tariff for rev- 
enue. only,” which protects nothing. The 
Democratic platform is not guilty of the ab- 
surdity of saying that it would be illegal to 
impose a duty which gave 75, 50, or 30 per 
cent protection but not illegal to impose one 
which gave 25, 15, 10, or 5 per cent protection. 
If it is unconstitutional to give an American 
manufacturer much protection in connection 
with raising revenue it is also unconstitutional 
to give him alesé amount. It is a sin and 
crime to rob, whether one takes a hundred 
cents or a hundred dollars. 

But in a labored reply of several columns to 
Mr. Reid's speech at Springfield, III., Mr 
Watterson loses sight of the fact that if a 
thing is unconstitutional it is equally so 
whether practiced on a grand or a moderate 
or a small scale. Mr. Reid poirted to the 
first tariff law passed by the United States in 
1789, soon after the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion—a law which stated in its title that one 
of its objects was “the encouragement and 
protection of manufactures” Which was 
framed by men fresh from the Constitutional 
convention and signed by Washington, who 
helped to make the Constitution, as proof of 
the constitutionality of protective duties. Mr. 
Watterson admits that Washington signed 
and Madison urged the passage of that pro- 
tective tariff law, but he says it was not a pro- 
tective measure because “the average duties 
under that law were 5 per cent” and not 50 
per cent! 

The average duties were more than 5 per 
dent. On some articles they were 736, on 
others 15, and E 
which were much higher than 5 per cent. 
That 5 per cent duty was the one imposed 
upon articles not specifically mentioned.” 
But that is immaterial, however, and so is the 
size of the protective duty in that first tariff. 

Daniel Carroll of Maryland, who had been a 
member of the Constitutional convention, 
moved thata duty be imposed on window 


glam in onder $0; encourage and protect the 


manufacture of that article in Maryland.” 
The duty was f at 10 percent. That may

first Congress. No matter whether he got a 
big duty or a tittle one, it was unconstitution- 
al in the eyes of the Democrats of today, but 
not in the eyes of thosé who framed the Fed- 
eral Constitution, nor of the President who 
signed it. 1 

Mr. Madison of Virginia, a member of the 
Constitutional convention and after Pres- 
ident, had charge of the tariff biil in its pass- 
age through the House. He listened to mem- 
bers from South Carolina, Virginia, Magy- 
land, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, etc., advo- 


cating duties because they were protective, and 
did not protest. On the contrary, he said | 


that the States which had protected manu- 
„ factures by duties before the Constitution 
was made, but which had surrendered the. 
power to do so to Congress, expected the 
General Government to continue their pol- 
“icy and protect citizens in the property they 
“were led to acquire under State regula- 
“ tions. 

If Mr. Watterson will study this subject he 
will find that the first assertion that protective 
duties were unconstitutional was made by the 
South Carolina Legislature in 1825, after the 
framers of the Constitution had passed from 
the morta! stage. He will find that the asser- 
tion of unconstitutionality was made because 
the slave States had not been able to nmster 
votes enough to defeat the protective tariff of 
1824 in Congress; ana South Carolina had to 
invent some pretext for keeping up the fight. 
The assumption thata protective tariff was un- 
constitutional was naturally followed by the 
doctrine of nullification as taught by John C. 
Calhoun and accepted by mostof the Southern 
Democrats as in accordance with State sov- 
ercignty. 

Mr. Watterson ought to understand that 
there have been protective duties ever since 
1789, and that the platform of his party, 


adopting a doctrine borrowed from pestifer- 


ous South Carolina, declares that the entire 
tariff legislation of the United States under 
every President from Washington to Harrison 
hes been unconstitutional! If he wishes to 
stand by his party let him preach that dg- 
trine and not attempt to prove that the first 
protective tariff was not protective, because 
its ad valorem duties Were lower than those 
imposed now. That tariff gave all the protec- 
tion wanted at the time it was made, anda 
tariff which does that is a protective tariff. 
The tariff of 1789 levied duties on competitive 
goods; on European merchandise which com- 
peted with American manufactures, and there- 
fore protected them to the extent of the duty, 
which ranged from 5 to 15 per cent. But the 
smart Democrats of these days, with Henry 
Watterson and Grover Cleveland at their head, 
denounce all protection as unconstitutional. 
fraud, and robbery. That is just the question 
to be fought out this tall. 


A TAX EATING PROJECT. “ 

The first business done by the County Com- 
missioners on reassembling after a month’s 
vacation was to consider a proposition that 
the salaries of the Commissioners to be elected 
in November be fixed at not less than $2,500. 
County Attorney 3 submitted an opin- 
ion in which stated, among other 
things, that if Ps present board raised the 
salary to $2,500 the incoming board might 
consider that too high and refuse to make a 
sufficient appropriation.”” There need be no 
fears on that acore, If the pay were made 
$10,000 a year thé incoming Commissioners 
would grab it with alacrity, and never utter a 
word of protest. Most of the present Com- 
missioners hope ti be reélected and they will 
take the $2,500, or a larger sum, if voted them. 

But why should there be any increase? The 
present pay is ample for the time spent. The 
work is not such as to require more than a 
small fraction of the time of a Commissioner. 
His official duties consume but a few hours in 
a week, It is not advisable that the salary 
should be high enough to induce a man to 
give up his legitimate busimess and devote 
himself exclusively to that office, and hang 


‘around the County Building all day long. 


Nor do the taxpayers want the Commissioners 
to spend all their time in locking after the 
public interests, which means generally de- 
vising new ways of squandering public. money, 
making new places for ward bummers, and 
providing for an increasing number of worth- 
less henchmen at public expense. 

The board referred this salary recommen- 
dation to the Committee on Public Service. 
It should be allowed to die there. The public 
service will not be benefited by giving present 
or future Commissioners large salaries for the 
little and pleasant work they are required to 
perform. 


KENTUCKY AND THE FAIR. 

There is now a prospect that the $100,000 
World's Fair appropriation made by the Ken- 
tucky Legislature may be strangled with red 
tape, although it has received the Governor’s 
approval. Lhe State Auditor has submitted it 
to the Attorney-General and the Attorney- 
General has decided that the Auditor cannot 
draw his warrant for any of the money until 
the constitutionality of the appropriation has 
been tested in the courts, which means so 
long a delay in the expenditure of the money 
that even were the constitutionality of the 
bill affirmed it would be too late to use the 
money. In all probability, therefore, Ken- 
tucky will go unrepresented at the Fair and 
will be conspicuous only by its absence, 

Of course all this is quibbling, The same 
quibble might have been raised against the 
Illinois appropriation or that of any other 
State. But where there is a will there is a 
way. If Kentucky were anxious to exhibit it 
would exhibit. “ The State administration 
seems disposed to back up the action of its 
delegation in Congress. Notwithstanding al 
the favors which have been shown to Ken- 


tucky and its close affiliations with Illinois. 


there was but one man in its delegation’ who 
voted for the five million appropriation and 
but two who voted for the half loaf. And 
now to support the action of the delegation 
quibbles have been raised to defeat the State 
appropriation. Is this extraordinary conduct 
due to Kentucky’s old vindictive hatred be- 
cause Illinois helped keep it in the Union or 
to what is it due? 

For the gratification of Kentucky, however, 
and as an offsetto this shabby business, it 
may be stated that the great Fair wili go on 
just the same and that the other States and 
Territories will be represented handsomel y. 


THIS CLIMATE TOO EXHILARATING. 

It will be remembered that when Mrs, Frank

CANADIAN COMPETITION IN CHEESE. 

Recently published statistics for Ontario 
show that m changes are occurring in 
the acreage devoted to the cultivation of dif- 
ferent kinds of farm crops, and that dairying 


the average of ten years the acreage of last 
year shows a decrease of about 6 per cent for 
wheat, 15 per vent for barley, and an increase 
for oats, peas, ear corn, buckwheat, beans, 
potatoes, carrots, turnips, hay, and clover; 
but the total decrease is 316, 607 acres, or more 
than 4 per cent, The change in barley pro- 
duction may be set down as in large part due 


to the operation of. the McKinley bill, but for | 


the rest the cause reaches farther back. Wheat 
growing has been given up by many farmers 
in the State of New York in the last few years 
because of the increasing competition by pro- 


‘ducers farther west, and Ontario wheat raising 


was persisted in with comparatively little dis- 
position to give way. But the lessening of 
profits at length caused a heavy decline in the 
value of farm lands, and the result is of great 
interest to farmers in the United States, es- 
pecially the dairy class, as it threatens them 
with intensified competition in the foreign 
markets for their product. 

In the cultivation of crops intended to be 
used for feeding live stock on the farm where 
grown or near it the Canadians have an ad- 
vantage in the prospect of ready sale in Great 
Britain for live stock and dairy products. 
Canadian cattle are the only ones that are al- 
lowed to land in the British Isles without be- 
ing at once sent to the slaughter-house, and 
this preference has greatly helped the Cana- 
dian export of cattle. It is also said that Ca- 
nadian cheese is preferred to the American by 
British consumers, and for that reason com- 
mands a higher price in the Liverpool mar- 
ket. The claim is made that this is chiefly if 
not altogether due to the more excellent 
quality of the Canadian product. Many of 
the factories are codperative and others are 
conducted on the plan of contracting with 
farmers for their annual supply of milk 
at a fixed price per unit of weight. In many 


of the counties associations have been formed 


by the factory-owners, the chief object of 
which is said to be to procure and maintain a 
high standard of quality for the material they 
place on the matket. They maintain inspect- 
org, whose duty it is to visit the factories and 
carefully inspect their condition. These offi- 
cials have no power to impose penalties on 
the production of inferior material, but the 
knowledge that an unfavorable report is made 
in any case brings such a ‘strong pressure to 
bear that the offender sees it is to his own in- 
terest not to err in future if he can avoid it. 
As a result of these conditions the 838 cheese 
factories in Ontario produced (from the milk 
of 296,196 cows) 81,929, 842 pounds of cheese in 
1891, being au increase of 13,000,000 pounds 
or nearly 16 per cent over the average pro- 
duction of the preceding nine years. 

These facts may well be considered by man- 
ufacturers of dairy products on this side of 
the border. It would pay them to be equally 
careful of the reputation of the trade. As the 
business is at present conducted the many 
honest manufacturers do notlook after the 
few who belong to the dishonest class, and tne 
poor stuff turned out by the latter is credited 
to the account of American cheese.“ the rep- 
utation of which as a whole suffersin the 
British estimation beeauce of the faults of a 
few. It cannot be denied that considerable 
quantities of poor trash are foisted on the for- 
eign buyer, and when this spoils in transit or 
soon after arrival in England the word goes 
round that American cheese is bad and can- 
not be depended on.” The fellows who make 
a few extra dollars by this kind of cheat 
ought to be hooted out of the business by the 
men who make honest goods. Unless some 
stand be taken whereby the good name of 
American-made cheese will be protected from 
the consequences of unprineipled adulteration 
our product 1s likely to suffer by the competi- 
tion of that made in Ontario.

Ended by a Backdown by the Defend-

Waser Surknton, Wis., Aug. 23,—[Special.] 
—Phe famous Connor's Point or Third Ward 
squatters’ cases came to a sudden and rather 
unexpected end in the Circuit Court this after- 
noon, These cases have attracted wide- 
spread attention, owing principally to 
the large number of defendants. Early 
in the 0s Judge Solon H. Clough, 
Col. Hartman Hayes, Lofe Johnston, and Ira 
W. Burhans, now wealthy citizens of Supe- 
rior, together with Alfred Townsend and oth- 
ers of St. Paul, purchased from Benjamin 
Connor, for whom the point was named, a 
tract including about half of Connor’s Point, 
a narrow strip of land projecting out 
into Superior Bay, on which are located large 
sawmills and coal docks. 5 

On the assumption that Mrs. Benjamin 
Connor, a full-blooded Indian squaw, whose 
marriage to Connor was only a civil contract 
ratified by the acts of the parties and acknow!l- 
edgment of Connor in later years, had not 
joined in the conveyance, and therefore no 
title rested in Clough et al., in 1882 several 
parties built shacks and squatted on the land, 
claiming ewnership. The squatters increased 
until today there are 375 of famities—in 
all nearly 1,000 people—living on the proper- 
al 8 Dickinson, Buchanan. Graham, 

Wilson were retained by Judge Clough 
— his associates and ejectment proceedings 
begun against each squatter. 

t is said that a quit claim deed had been 
procured .by Clough from Mrs. Connor, the 
existence of which the defendants’ attorney 
did not know.

Corn and Oat Rates from Keithsburg, III., 
to the East Advanced. 

By a communication from the Commission- 
ers of the Western Traffic Association under 
date of July 9, 1892, the Iowa Central railway 
company was called upon to cancel and with- 
draw its joint proportional tariff, naming 151¢ 
cents 100 pounds on corn and oats, car load,

The trading at the local Stock Exchange was in 
alarge degree monopolized by West Chicago 
. Street railway stock, although the market was at 
no time what might be considered firm and act- 
ive, The stock opened with a sale of 25 shares at 
227%, somewhat higher than Monday's closing 
price. The was quite brisk for a few min- 
utes and it was run up as high as 229 for the ac 
count and 228% regular. This snow of activity 
was by no me sustained, and in the business 
done between calls on the floor the price scaled 
down to 234 regular and closed at 225% for the 
account. With the exception of the first sale on 
tke afternoon call all sales to tne close of the 
market were made at 224, which is a closing price 
2% points below that reached Monday. The ten- 
dency in North Side on the morning call was up- 
ward from 275% to 279%. without any of the 
shake-out breaks which distinguish the present 
operations in West Chicago. 

On the second cali no demand for North Chi- 
cago developed and two account sales were made 
one at 277% and one at 276%. For the first time 
in three or four days quotations for City Railway 
stock were registered at 475 for small lots and 470 
for a 2% share lot. Chicago Brewing and Malting 
stock, as predic was dull and heavy. The 
first sale of 100 shares at 43% registered the high- 


| est price touched during the day. The holders of 


Street’s Stable Car stock seem to be gradually feed- 
ing it out to the public, but no change in quota- 
tions was called by yesterday's trading.

Two sales of New York Biscuit stock were made 


at 66, and International Packing and Provision 
went at 47. The bond sales are few and scattered 
over the miscellaneons list. Packing and Provis 
ion 6s were quoted at 98, West Chicago Debentures 
at 101%, and Cass Avenue 5s at 98. The only sales 
in the unlisted securities were in Alley stock and 
stock of the Lake Street Elevated road.

Some improvenient is hoped for from the re- 
organization of the Lake street company.

If there is any change noted among local bank- 
ers regarding the money market it is one for the 
better.
